Refugees  Flee  Castro, 
Describe  Terror  in  Cuba 


SAN  JUAN,  Puerto  Rico, 
(UPI) — Twenty-seven  refugees 
from  Castro  Cuba  flew  into  San 
Juan  Sunday,  overjoyed  to  have 
left  behind  what  one  described 
as  “the  worst  terror  ever  known 
by  man.” 

The  group,  four  Haitians  and 
23  Cubans,  spent  up  to  two  years 
in  asylum  in  Havana’s  Brazilian 
embassy  to  escape  conditions  on 
the  Caribbean  island  under  the 
regime  of  Premier  Fidel  Castro. 
They  flew  in  abroad  a Brazilian 
military  transport  plane  to  join 
52  others  ferried  to  Puerto  Rico 
Saturday. 

Lamy  Camille,  one-time  Hait- 
ian Consul  General  in  Cuba’s 
Camaguey  Province,  said  he  wit- 
nessed 77  executions  in  Havana's 
La  Cabana  Prison  last  August.

Another  Haitian,  Miguel  Her- 
main  Halt,  said  thgt  “scores”  of 
prisoners  were  bayoneted  for  re- 
fusing to  attend  Communist  in- 
doctrination courses.
